LBxnoTON, Ind., Dec. *A>.

No greater mistake is made by people wbo 
advertise than in tbe ralne they aetopoa edi- 
torial pofGs in the newspaper!. Wnat we 
mean by that ia the style of articles found in 
the local columns and “leaded” as editorial 
matter, and generally descriptive of some- 
body’s cigars, candy, cock-Uila, or eabba<es. 

I Many people snppoM these to be the most 
j valuable adverliscment^ when in fact they 
' are the very poorest. The pnblic generaUy 
! niiderstand that these paragraphs are paid for 
either in favors or cash, and estimate them 
accordingly. Some peeple ksk the editor for 
a pufl and “encourage” him properly too, 
more for tlie purpose of reading his extrava- 
gant laugnage and witnesaing his Ingenuitv in 
the use of expletives than for the profit they 
expect to derive. Some are too indoleut to 
write their own advertisements, and stHI 
otbers resort to a pufl in order to get a dead- 
head notice. This is all wTong. Pufls are 
the most worthless of advertisements. Some 
men are willing enough to pay for printing ink 
but they imagine tha ipalpable straight out ad- 
vertising is not exactly the thing. They want 
to get it done in the third person or to have 
the endorsement ot the editorial ‘‘we.” That 
busmess man who soonest educates himself 
out of this delusion will have the most green- 
Ijacks. A business man's advertisement in 
bis own language, over his own sigBaturs, and 
for which be is plainly responsible, is in the 
nature of an official document and receives 
more considerate attention than a puff In the 
local column, and is both more valnable and 
respectable. There is an air about the re- 
pousible advertisem^it which says, “I want 
to trade and will give yon a lair bargain.” 
The pufl insinuates that there is no responsi- 
bility in the matter. When we have occasion 
to advertise our own bosinesa, we rarely make 
editorial mention of it. bat in^ert an advertise- 
ment This view of the sno)ect ia not incon- 
sistent with the common practice of making 
editorial mention of new advertisements aud 
the largest papers cannot ever do that, nor of 
local mention of matters that are constantly 
occurring in tbe btuiness community by wnich 
any iLau’s business may be called into notice. 
One is a news item and the other is an intro- 
duction as it were of a new costomer to the 
reading or business pnblic. 

To obtain the foil value of printer’s ink, ad- 
vertise. Do it in your own language, or if you 
cannot do that to salt yon get some one bet- 
ter versed in tbe matter to help yon, or come 
to the office with your ideas written down 
and wo will help you put them in shape But 
by all means advertise. Change often, and 
when your business admits of it make difler- 
ent foatures prominent in their turn; to-day 
one thing, to-morrow or next week another, 
and then something else. Let your adveitisc- 
ments have something of the dash in them, 
without great exaggeration. Unndreds of for- 
tunes have been made by advertising, and yet 
as in art it is bat imperfectly nuderstood. 

fig”8ome French restaurants offer meals at 
a lubnluusly low price. For Instance, a bowl 
of soup, a plate of meat and vegetables, des- 
sert, hu^ a bottle of wine, and br«^ ad liMum, 
all for about fifteen cents. How the keepers 
of these CdtiQg houses make them pay is a 
mastery wbicn inoso wbo patronize them do 
not care about solving. It appears that there 
are a class of men who get their living by go- 
ing rouud to the swell mansions and buying 
up the leavings. These gentlemea are called 
“jewelers,” and the leavings go by tbe geueral 
name of “jewels” — a piece of fowl being “a 
pearl,” a plate of game “a diamond,” be® “a 
ruby,'* and so oo. If Pintos gives a banquet 
to-night, the “jeweler’’ comes down to-mor- 
row morning, and carts off^ the leavings from 
his lordship’s plate to some cheap restaurant, 
where they are speedily transformed into the 
most tempting looking dishes, with high- 
bounding names.
